Kentucky Bend “Is all agriculture,” says Comer

Kentucky Agriculture 

Commissioner James Comer 
can now say that he has been 
to every nook and cranny in the 
state of Kentucky. The Monroe 
County, sixth generation farmer, 
spent a couple of hours in Fulton 
County on Thursday, Aug. 1. 

He traveled with a small group 
of Fulton County representatives 
to Kentucky Bend, famous for 
the fact that you have to drive 


into the state of Tennessee to 
get to some prime farmland 
that has been a part of the state 
of Kentucky for a long time. 
“Other leaders say that they 
have been to every comer of the 
state Kentucky, but they haven’t 
actually been to Fulton County, 
much less the Kentucky Bend.” 

At this time only three or four 
dwellings are occupied in the 
Bend, one of which is the home 
of Daisy Wilson. Wilson is a 
long time resident of a flat piece 


of land that currently has very 
tall stalks of com and a home 
garden anyone would be proud 
to have. 

“It is all agriculture,” stated 
Ag Commissioner Comer as he 
looked out across the cornfield. 
“While here I am getting to see 
some of the greatest agriculture 
we have in the state. That dirt 
here looks as good as any dirt I 
have ever seen.”

Weatherly’s childhood memories 
include time spent at the LaClede

“My earliest memory of the 
LaClede Hotel was as a small 
child when I would accompany 
my grandmother, Mary Barnett 
when she went there to take care 
of some kind of business. I was 
too young to know what type 
of business but her 
son, my uncle John¬ 
ny Barnett later told 
me they sold eggs 
there for 15 cents per 
dozen. I remember 
being impressed by 
the long dining room 
table, but even more 
so by the beautiful 
skylight the likes of 
which I had never 
seen before. 

The Bell telephone 
switchboard was 
located in the back 
of the building. My 
older sister Eva and I 
were allowed to go to 
the movie theatre on 
Saturday and after¬ 
ward we would walk 
to the LaClede build¬ 
ing and use the tele¬ 
phone located just 
outside the switch¬ 
board room to call someone to 
come pick us up. They always 
left the door open and we were 
enthralled by the ladies operat¬ 
ing the switchboard by moving 
the wires around. 

The U-tote-m store was lo¬ 
cated in the last storefront of the 
LaClede building facing Clin¬ 
ton Street. On our weekly trip 
into town we would occasion¬ 
ally go in and buy a dimes worth 


of cheese and crackers, sit on a 
feed sack in the back of the store 
and eat it. I wish it still tasted 
that good. 

In the 1940’s we would be 
taken to see Dr. Morrison in his 
office in the LaClede building. 
This is the same office where 
Dr. Richard White 
would later practice 
until building his 
own clinic. Around 
this same time Mrs. 
Mabel Middleton ran 
a beauty shop there. 
She gave me the first 
permanent I ever had. 

Olan Mills studios 
would rent a room at 
the LaClede and peo¬ 
ple would go there to 
have family portraits 
made. All the pictures 
I have of my children 
taken when they were 
very young were done 
there. I remember the 
furniture in the rooms 
looking so old, and 
I’m sure it was. I be¬ 
lieve the Gillam’s ran 
the hotel at that time. 

Other stores I re¬ 
member being in the 
LaClede building are the jewelry 
store, dry goods store, a restau¬ 
rant, and a used clothing store.”

Fulton County is a finalist for a $10,000 
Farmers Grow Rural Education Grant 


Fulton County has qualified 
as a finalist for a 2013 America’s 
Farmers Grow Rural Education 
Grant. After a panel of educators 
reviewed the grant application 
submitted by Justin Suttles 
and Janie Adams, the panel 
deemed the application one of 
the strongest submissions in the 
region. The America’s Farmers 
Grow Rural Education Farmer 
Advisory Council will announce 
the grant winner on August 27. 

If Fulton County is awarded 
the $ 10,000 grant, it will provide 
the school with the opportunity 
to meet needs in math and 
science. “In our application for 
the grant we set our need on a 
classroom of iPads with cases,” 
stated Suttles. “They will be 
used by the math and agriculture 
departments for individual 
instruction and collaboration on 
projects throughout the school 
year.” 

Suttles, the Agriculture 
Teacher at Fulton County High 
School, is now in his third year 
with the district and Adams is 
the math teacher. 

“We were all excited when 
we learned that we were finalist 
for this grant,” added Suttles. 
“I was privilege to be the one 
to tell the Site-Base Decision 
Making Council and they all let 
out a big scream of excitement 
when they heard the news.” 

“We are so excited about how 
this grant could enhance our 
agriculture program at the high 
school,” added FCHS Principal 
Tracey Lamb. “We are also 
very thankful for the farmers of 
this community that nominated 
us for this grant. We are very 
blessed to have a community that 
supports our school system.” 

“We are thankful to Mr. 
Suttles for his diligent work 
with our students and to those 
that are responsible for writing 
this grant,” stated Fulton County 
Schools Superintendent Aaron 
Collins. “We are excited about 
the possibilities, but also know 
that despite the outcome of the 
grant, we will continue to have 
a strong Agriculture and FFA 
program because of the devotion 
of our students, parents, and 
teachers.” 

In the three year history of the 
grant program, Fulton County 
has never won. The Farmer 
Advisory Council, comprised of 
farmer-leaders from across the 
country with a vested interest in 
agriculture and education, will 
award three or four $10,000 
grants selecting winners from 
the pool of finalists.

Cauliflower Salt and pepper 

1 Tablespoon Virgin Olive 1 cup cheddar cheese, 
oil grated 

Preheat oven to 450°. 

On a rimmed baking sheet, toss cauliflower, cut into medium 
florets, with 1 Tablespoon Virgin Olive oil and season with salt 
and pepper. Cook until tender about 20 minutes, tossing 
halfway through (10 minutes). Push cauliflower to center of 
sheet and top with 1 cup grated cheddar cheese. Return to oven 
and cook until cheese melts, about 2 minutes. Toss again 
before serving. 

NOTE: I put different vegetables with it such as green 
^peppers, red peppers, onion and small squash sliced up. ^

mashed potatoes pepper 

2 eggs 1 cup shredded Cheddar 

1 teaspoon onion powder cheese 

Place the bacon in a large, deep skillet, and cook over 
medium-high heat, turning occasionally, until evenly browned 
and crisp, about 10 minutes. Remove the bacon slices, 
crumble, and set aside. Leave the bacon drippings in the 
skillet. 

Mix the mashed potatoes, eggs, onion powder, salt, and black 
pepper together in a bowl; stir in the crumbled bacon and 
Cheddar cheese. 

Form the mixture into 8 patties. Heat the bacon drippings 
, over medium heat, and pan-fry the patties in the drippings 
^until crisp on each side, about 4 minutes per side. J

Fulton County High School 
notes some policy changes 


Fulton County Schools began 
the 2013-2014 school year on 
Wednesday, Aug. 7 with a full 
day. Parents and students, es¬ 
pecially at Fulton County High 
School, need to be aware of 
some policy changes. 

Attendance: 

• Students considered truant 
will not be allowed to participate 
in athletic teams, clubs, field 
trips or special events. Students 
with less than a 90% cumulative 
attendance cannot attend honors 
night, prom, or graduation ac¬ 
tivities. 

• A twelfth (12th) grade stu¬ 
dent must not have more than ten 
(10) unexcused absences during 
the senior year and must meet a 
90% cumulative attendance rate 
for their high school career. Af¬ 
ter the 10th unexcused absence, 
the student will be denied the op¬ 
portunity of participating in the 
graduation exercises for their 
graduating class. They will re¬ 
ceive their diploma if they meet 
the graduation requirements, 
but will forfeit the opportunity 
to go through commencement 
exercises. Any senior FCHS 
student exceeding 10 unexcused 
absences will not be able to at¬ 
tend the prom, honors night, or 
any graduation activity. Suspen¬ 
sions are considered unexcused 
absences for purposes of this 
policy for graduation, gradua¬ 
tion activities, honors night and 
prom. 

The Semester Exam Policy 
will require all students to par¬ 
ticipate in semester exams in 
core classes and Kentucky State 
mandated end-of-course assess¬ 
ments, with no exemptions. 

Core classes for the classes 
of 2014-15 and starting with the 
Class of 2016 will change. (See 
the student handbook for a list 
of classes.) 

Changes have also been made 


with regard to Valedictorian, 
Salutatorian and Honor Gradu¬ 
ate status. 

Everyone is reminded about 
the No Pass No Drive law 
passed a few years ago. The 
law results in the revocation of 
a student driver’s permit or li¬ 
cense for academic deficiency, 
dropping out of school, and ex¬ 
cessive absences. 

Cellular phones ARE NOT 
allowed to be used or visible 
during the regular school hours 
from 8 a.m. until 3 p.m. This 
applies at both the high school 
and area technology center. I- 
Pods, radios, game systems, 
video/systems and any other 
electronic devices are not al¬ 
lowed on the Fulton County 
High School campus and may 
be confiscated. 

Students at FCHS are expect¬ 
ed to dress appropriately and 
according to health and safety 
expectations. Students shall ob¬ 
serve modesty, appropriateness, 
and neatness in clothing and 
personal appearance. The Per¬ 
sonal Appearance Code applies 
to students during academic 
hours, field trips, and any school 
function/activity. This includes 
logos, pictures, and writings 
with students being allowed to 
wear tops promoting academics, 
sports, and school clubs. No ap¬ 
parel or accessory will contain 
logos, pictures, or writings that 
promote alcohol, drugs, tobac¬ 
co, violence, or illegal behavior/ 
gang behavior. 

No open holes or tears in ap¬ 
parel. Sagging pants are not al¬ 
lowed. No hats or headgear may 
be worn inside the building.

Being a farm boy, a former 
agriculture major, and a farmer 
qualifies Ag Commissioner 
Comer and it is safe to say that 
he is qualified to say that this is 
“some prime farm land.” “It is 
good to see it first hand,” added 
Ag Commissioner Comer. 

This is not Comer’s first 
trip to Fulton County. Last 
year he addressed a group of 
agricultural enthusiasts at Speed 
Ag, nearly filling the building. 
One of the people on hand last 
summer was Fulton County’s 
Ag Teacher, Justin Suttles. 

Suttles explained Ag 
Commissioner Comer’s 

“Udderly Kentucky” project. 
“The program, launched recently 
in 32 Walmart stores in central 
and south-central Kentucky, 
places Kentucky milk on the 
shelves of Kentucky Walmarts,” 
stated Suttles. “This is a great 
way to showcase Kentucky 
dairy farmers.” 

Udderly Kentucky milk is 
100% sourced from Kentucky 
dairy farms and 100% processed 
in Kentucky. In addition, 1- 
cent-per gallon premium will 
be returned directly to every 
participating Kentucky dairy 
farmer. 

“Our goal is to have Udderly 
Kentucky milk in every 
Walmart in Kentucky once we 
increase our production,” he 
said. “Hopefully you will see it 
on your Walmart shelves here in 
western Kentucky by October.” 

People want to know where 


there food comes from. 
“Through traceability we can 
tell Kentuckians that their food 
is grown in a sustainable and eco 
friendly manner where animals 
are treated humanely and this is 
the product for them,” explained 
Comer. “We are highlighting a 
different farm every three weeks 
in Walmart. There are 105 small 
dairy farms that make up this 
milk product.” 

When you go to Walmart 
this week the dairy farm of the 
Carpenter family in Russell 
County, a third generation 
family farmer, is highlighted. 
“Their little daughter is holding 
up a halter of a jersey heifer 
and she wants to be the fourth 
generation,” added Comer. 

Comer believes in telling 
the stories of the farmers in 
Kentucky. “By telling their 
stories we believe consumers 
will respond and pay a premium 
for locally grown, fresh healthy, 
Kentucky food products,” 
continued Comer. “It is an 
opportunity in agriculture to 
add value to what we have. That 
is what we are trying to do with 
the Kentucky Proud program.” 

“James Comer is a class act,” 
stated Suttles. “He has a lot of 
new ideas and his main focus 
is the farmer. He has opened up 
new opportunities for farmers to 
sell the products they raise.” 

One of those new 
opportunities is for popcorn 
growers. “In the Webster, 
McClain, Davis county area we 


are getting ready to launch our 
second initiative with Walmart 
involving popcorn,” said 
Comer. “Following our success 
with the Udderly Kentucky 
project, we have been contacted 
by other supermarket chains 
wanting to do similar projects 
with Kentucky commodities.” 
This is another way to expand 
the Kentucky Proud program. 

“He is interested in agriculture 
in Kentucky,” stated Glenn 
Nolan Howell about Comer. “He 
could be in eastern Kentucky 
one week and western Kentucky 
the next.” 

Howell also noted that Comer 
has been in Fulton County 
several times before last week’s 
visit to the Bend. “James Comer 
is just a good person,” Howell 
commented. “He has the 
farmer’s heart in mind and is a 
good friend of Farm Bureau.” 

Comer, full-time farmer before 
he becoming Ag Commissioner, 
farmed approximately 2,000 
acres of land. “Our land is 
what western Kentuckians call 
marginal land, containing a lot 
of slopes and our dirt is red,” 
he said. “Here in the Bend this 
is the flattest land I have ever 
seen. This is definitely prime 
farmland.” 

Also on hand for the trip to 
the Bend were Fulton County 
Magistrate Henry Callison, 
Fulton County Clerk Betty 
Abernathy, Fulton County 
farmer Sam Hancock, and 
Tommy Hodges.

ATC hires former FCHS graduate to teach IT 


One of Terry Sullivan’s first 
duties as Principal of the Fulton 
County Area Technology Center 
was to fill the position of Infor- 


Telephone customers in 
western Kentucky soon can 
begin preparing for the changes 
that will come early next year 
when area code 364 is added 
to the same geographic area as 
the current area code 270. The 
“permissive dialing” six-month 
period during which customers 
will be able to dial either seven 
or 10 digits when making local 
calls in this area began on 
Saturday, Aug. 3. The 10-digit- 
dialing of local calls begins 
February 1, 2014. 

Area code 364 was created 
in December 2012 when the 
PSC decided that the best way 
to meet the need for more 
telephone numbers in area code 


mation Technology (IT) Teacher, 
a position he held for 13 years. 
“We have decided to offer the 
position to James Potts,” stated 


270 was through the creation of 
an overlay, which superimposes 
a new area code over an existing 
area code. 

The overlay option is the least 
disruptive for all customers 
and imposes the smallest cost 
on businesses in the area, the 
Public Service Commission 
(PSC) said in its order creating 
area code 364. This is the first 
area code in Kentucky created 
by an overlay. 

“An overlay allows everyone 
who now has an area code 270 
phone number to keep that 
number,” PSC Chairman David 
Armstrong said. “The only 
change is the 10-digit dialing 
for local calls.” 


Sullivan on Thursday, July 25. 
“He is a 2006 graduate of Fulton 
County High School and went 
through our program.” 

Potts obtained the industry 
certification before he graduated 
from FCHS. He went on to attend 
West Kentucky Community and 
Technology College and then to 
Murray State University. 

Potts has been employed for 
several years now in the IT field. 
One of the things that impressed 
Sullivan during Potts interview 
was his response to the question, 
“What would you tell somebody 
interested in the field of informa¬ 
tion technology?” 

Potts response, “Be ready to 
work really hard and do a lot 
of background work. When you 
first start out you start at the bot¬ 
tom.” 

“I thought that was really 
good,” added Sullivan. 

With the hiring of Potts, the 
ATC now has employed four 
homegrown teachers. “Four out 
of six teachers employed at the 
ATC attended school in Ful¬ 
ton County and received train¬ 
ing at the ATC,” Sullivan said. 
“Our secretary and maintenance 
worker also went through our 
school.” 

Sullivan’s vision for the future 
of the ATC is continuing in the 
direction the school was already 
headed. “It was almost perfect 
and we are going to keep going 
in the same direction,” he noted. 

There are also a lot of chang¬ 
es on the horizon coming from 
Frankfort. During a recent train¬ 
ing session Sullivan learned that 
there is a lot to learn while he 
fills Tom Pyron’s shoes. 

College and Career Readiness 
are big on the agenda in the blue- 
grass state. “The changes make 
us responsible for the career 
readiness part,” Sullivan said. 
“That makes us more valuable 
to the high schools. We can offer 
the students a lot more than what 
we offered years ago.” 

It is no longer just a trade 
school. “We are changing our 
focus to provide training for the 
students. Teaching them what 
they need to get out and get a 
good job,” he added. “Whether 
they go through post secondary 
first, it doesn’t matter. They still 
need job skills.” 

Statistics show that most col¬ 
leges don’t teach the “soft” skills 
that students need and employ¬ 
ers are looking for. “We are dou¬ 
bling up on our focus to make 
sure students know how to be an 
employee,” continued Sullivan. 
“We are also working on the 
placement of our students, mak¬ 
ing sure they have three classes 
in the same program.” 

They are still focusing on in¬ 
dustry certifications, as well. 
“Just like James who graduated 
from high school and imme¬ 
diately got a job in the IT field 
while going to college,” Sullivan 
said. “This is a way to give them 
a credential that says they are ca¬ 
pable of doing the tasks needed 
for the job.”
